Tracy, Black clergy strike

Westside Colymbus, scene of 
more cross burnings than any 


other section of Ohio's capital 


(and sometimes referred to as the 
“All-American” city), unleashed a 
rash of racially-motivated assaults 
between March 19 and Sept. 18 
this year, leaving five Black men 
and three teenagers with either 
Severe injuries or nightmares, 


records show. 


Victims of these crimes say 
authorities are either negligent in 
doing unbiased investigations or 
“they just don’t care about the 
safety of Blacks on the Westside.”

‘deal’ on hiring practices; 
2 commissioners ‘left out’

Some members of the Colum- 
bus Black clergy and Franklin 
County Commissioner Roger W. 
Vracy met Sept. 16, and struck a 
deal: | 

That the commissioner shell 
keep the clergy abreast of job 
openings in the county, and that 
two or three members of the clergy 
shell be designated to provide 
nameslof qualified Blacks for con- 
sideration in key positions. 

But, since the deal does not 
include the two other commis- 
sioners, Dorothy Teater and Jack 
Foulk, Tracy and seven members 
of the clergy agreed at the meeting 


to present their resolution to 
Teater and Foulk at another meet- 
ing to be scheduled soon. 

Tracy called the meeting to 
address alleged discriminatory 
practices in the county ad- 
ministration, 

He said he called the meeting in 
an effort to resolve difference 


between him, Rev. M.J. Mitchell, . 


pastor of Pilgrim Baptist Church; 
Rev. R.F. Hairston, of Refuge 
Baptist Church; members of the 
Black clergy, and the Black 
community. 

The CALL & POST is expected 
to meet with Teater and Foulk 
later this week for their reaction to 
Tracy’s “unilateral” agreement 
with the Black clergy. 


In the Aug. 27 edition of The 
CALL & POST, Rev. Mitchell 
called on the NAACP and the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission to 
investigate an allegation that 
“there is an effort afoot in the 
Franklin County Human Services 
Department to root out Blacks in. 
key positions.” 

In a letter ato The CALL & 


- POST Aug. 25, Rev. Mitchell 


recalled, that: he, along with his 
fellow members of the clergy sup- 
ported and endorsed Commis- 
sioners Tracy and Foulk during 
the last election. 

“To date the assurance received 
from the commissioners has not 
materialized,” Mitchell noted.

Marjory Pizzuti, spokesperson 
for the convention center, said 
that no decisions have currently 
been made on items such as 
minority participation. 

The convention facilities 
authority will have broad respon- 
sibility for hiring an administrator 
to manage the construction and 
other aspects of the project. “To 
the extent there’s representation 
by Blacks on that authority, that 
will help assure that the authority 
is sensitive on those issues,” Piz- 
zuti said.

spy reflects on Davis’ challenge 


When Ben Espy participates in 
the United Negro College Fund 
(UNCF) Walk-A-Thon on Satur- 
day, he will be thinking of Helen 
Jenkins Davis. 

The Walk-A-Thon begins Sat- 

_urday at 8 a.m. at Franklin Park. 

In 1984, when Davis was 90- 
years-old, she joined the Walk-A- 
Thon when she learned Espy was 
going to attempt th 10 mile, 
roundtrip journcy from Franklin 
Park to Glenwood Park. She died 
recently at the age of 93. 

“If Ben can do it, I can do it,” 
she asserted. 

Just four months after a cornice 
on a Downtown building fell on 
Espy and caused him to loose a 
portion of his leg, he decided to 
join the UNCF walkers. 

Espy’s doctor, who accompan- 
ied him on the trip, made him quit 
early, but “she continued.” 

“She was a very determined 
lady that was committed to educa- 
tion. Her presence in the Walk-A- 
Thon dramatized that commit- 
ment, and she served as an 


inspiration to everyone.” 

“IT will definately be thinking of 
her Saturday as I prepare for the 
walk,” Espy said. 

Davis was the first person to 
testify during the Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools desegregation hearings 
in the 1970s. 

She said that she has “always 
been a contributor to UNCF, and 
that the walk affords her the 
opportunity to become a more vis- 
ible supporter of Black colleges 
and universities.” She stressed the 
importance of an education if 
today’s young people are to 
become an integral and produc- 
tive part of society. 

Davis was very critical of those 
who have obtained education at a 
Black schoo! but “have done very 
little, if anything, to support the 
institution that afforded them the 
educational opportunity.”

b ‘The next five years will be one of the most important periods in the 
genomic, social and cultural history of Columbus. It is time for the mayor 
h and city council to properly address, in a structured way, the future of the 
a@ady’s poor, minorities,and impacted neighborhoods in a period of rapid and 
shifting growth. 
iv: What's so special about the next five years? \ 

In 1992, Columbus may be the hub of a number of activities surrounding 
the 500th anniversary of Christopher Columbus’ discovery of the new 
world, The Ameriflora event is but one of a number of spectacular projects 
ae up for that time. 

on, 1992 will have seen the completion of 1-670, which will finally 
ak the airport and downtown — and will create some valuable sites along 
the corridor, as well as the restructuring of much of the commercial lands- 
cape in a 20-square-mile swatch of the near east side. 

What will be the effect of all these changes on the poor and minorities? 
What will happen to our recite neighborhoods? Already there are accounts 
of developers attempting to buy up property around Franklin Park, the site 
of Ameriflora. What will be the effect of this, and other, projects on the 
thousands of Columbus citizens who have difficulty finding affordable 
housing? How will these people's need for jobs be met in a changing 
mark - 

Thése are questions which currently have no answers. But they deserve 
answers. The city has over $2 million in community development funds 
which they must allocate. A portion of those funds could certainly go to 
study the human effects of this massive change -- and begin the process of 
preparing for it. 

Bl ple have never stood in the way of progress. However, it seems 
that -*,particularly in Columbus -- much of what has been called “progress” 
has come at the expense of poor and Black people. Whether it’s I-70 (or 
1-670) wrecking neighborhoods or Ameriflora snatching a park, it seems 
that the beneficiaries of progress are always distant from our neighbor- 
hoods, but the victims are near and dear. 

Theré will always be some social dislocation because of progress. Yet we 
|| are convinced that compassion and proper planning will help ensure that 
4 everyone benefits from the numerous programs and opportunities which 
are coming in the next few years. City council should spend money to help 
¥ plan that process, so that Blacks and the poor are written into the city’s 1992

By 
the end of February he 
dropped out. Why? “No one 
in the school cared if I was 
there or not. 

And when I did go, all I 
learned was how to move sit 
quietly, and listen to the 
confusion around me.” 

The youth, nor parents, 
received encouraging phone 
calls that caringly invited 
him back to school. Could a 
phone blitz volunteer have 
prevented him from drop- 
ping out before he became a 
chronic truant? 

The school was rewarded 
when the youth became a 
dropout, The Ohio State 
Board of Education paid

That could mean 
that AIDS is caused primarily by 
syphilis-related bacteria and that 
the disease we now call “AIDS” 
can be cured by inexpensive peni- 


* cillin therapy. 


Also rebutting the widely pub- 
licized opinion that AIDS is incu- 
rable and inevitably fatal is 
Robert F. Cathcart, who has 
treated over 200 AIDS patients 
since 1980 with massive doses 
(about 60 grams) ascorbate (a buf- 
fered form of vitamin C), which 
has “a free-radical scavenging 
effect.” 

Null goes into detail on the 
vitamin therapy on the program. 

“Dr, Cathcart and. Dr. Revici 
are showing it is possible to have 
AIDS and get well,’ Null 
explains. Dr. Caiazza explains, 
“the underlying primary immuno- 
suppressive agent in AIDS" may 
be syphilis related. 

There is not enough space here 
to go into more detail. However, 
Null makes a believable case for 
drugs as the major factor in weak- 
ening the body’s ability to fight cff

eral voters — by himself calling

As we left one 
high school, a group of middle 
school girls asked us to help them 
get some pen pals in America.

Little is more hypocritical and 
disgusting than listening to con- 
gressmen preaching the virtues of 
the rule of law.

Pope Paul II spoke of the civil 
rights struggle and mentioned Dr.

President Abdou Diouf spoke 
at a special convocation at Central 
State University, where he was 
awarded an honorary doctorate; 
addressed the opening of the 
newly-constructed National Afro- 
American Museum and Cultural 
Center on the CSU grounds; and 
was feted at a black-tie dinner'on 
Sept. 6 and a brunch on Sept. 7.

Diouf and Celeste pledged to 
expand ties between Senegal and 
the State of Ohio. Already in place 
is a sister school relationship 
between the University of Dakar 
and Central State University, as 
well as the commitment by Diouf 
to share artifacts and research 
with the National Afro-American 
Museum and Cultural Center. 

The genesis of the goodwill mis- 
sion was the decision, in 1983, by 
Celeste administration officials 
and the legislature, led by Sen. 
William F. Bowen (D-Cincin- 
nati), to open a trade office in sub- 
Saharan Africa--the first such 
tradesoffice opened by any state. 

Although the trade office was 
finally opened in Lagos, Nigeria, a

A native of Jacksonville, Florida, Willis moved to Columbus at 
age 10 with his mother, brother Bill, and sisters Ida Collins, 
Dorothy Carter and Georgia West. His father died when he was 
only nine-years-old. 

For the better part of his life Willis has surrounded himself 
around sports and children. His first experience as an athlete was 
while playing for a bantam team called the Diamond A-C’s during 
junior high school. 

While his mother was initally reluctant to both he’ and his | 
brother playing football, Wilis, after healing cracked ribs suffered 
in his first high school game, went on to have a brilliant athletic 
career at East High School. “ 

He excelled at both football and basketball for the Tigers. 
Willis helped carry the school to the City League football cham- 
pionship in 1932 and to the state basketball semi-final champion- 
ship round in "33. Moreover, he was a first-team selection to 
nearly every coach’s and athletic poll taken. 

Although Willis excelled in both these sports he is quick to 
point out thai football really wasn’t his favorite sport. “I never had 
any trouble playing it (football),” he said, “but baseball is my 
favorite.” 

Willis said he played well enough to be a third baseman for 
East, but insisted it was only because the coach could find no one 
else to play the position. : 

He said most of his interst in sports was sparked through 
reading, His two favorite reading subjects were of course baseball 
and hockey. 

The Turf Club, a local semi-professional Black team and the 
Tiger Cubs, were his favorite teams to watch. 

In fact, Willis forfeited his senior year of play at East to play 
with the Cubs. “That really brought my football ability out play- 
ing with those guys because everyone was older and we played 
some real tough teams,” he said. 

Following graduation, Willis attended Claflin College in Oran- 
geburg, South Carolina where he excelled equally as well in 
football. 

Playing professional football was not really an option for Willis 
at that time, however, he said he was never interested in pursuing 
that role. 

He is simply one of those unique people who loves sports and 
just happened to be good playing them. 

Following his college graduation in 1934 Willis held several 
jobs which included teaching and a brief enlistment into the 
Army. 

In 1943, however, he returned to Columbus to take a part-time 
position at the Spring Street YMCA. 

Two years later he became physical education director, and 
administered and instructed various recreation programs such as 
gymnastics, basketball, and swimming. 

Willis said that job really gave him the real opportunity he 
wanted to coach, 

Many of his former students, however, said he did more than 
instruct. He game them an outline from which to live their lives. 

Irene Barnes, a former official scorekeeper said, “from day one 
Mr. Willis has always been the gentleman he is today.” “All the 
boys followed in his footsteps and the respect he has was shown by 
them too.” 

“Claude Willis is a prime example and one of the finest men I 
have ever known,” Ambrose Towers said. Towers, who played for 
Willis for 10 years added, “He is a fine example for all young 
people. He is the reason that I am in social work today.” 

Georgia Elliot, a Spring Street YMCA reporter, social club 
members and cheerleader holds great respect for Willis. “Mr. 
Willis was instrumental to my learning to appreciate what you 
have, to-never laugh at anyone less fortunate than you, and to 
encourage them instead,” she said. ; 

Other committee, members touched him as a counselor, and 
friend. “He guided all who he came in touch with in the right 
direction,” former teen council member Barbara J. Smoak said. 

Willis said the counseling may have come through the way he

“When the kids got in trouble | never 
ostracized them, I always tried to talk to them.” 

“The YMCA waa place where they could enjoy themselves,” he 
said. “It was centrally located.” “That was the meeting place.

YMCA." 

Following 20 years at the YMCA Willis worked forCAMACO 
three years before becoming director of the Upward Bound Pro- 
gram for Ohio Dominican College in 1966. The program assists 
economically disadvantaged youths prepare academically for 
college. 

Willis took alot of pride in the accomplishment of that program 
and how many area youths excelled through the program, many 
whom today are lawyers. 

Even Willis himself cannot explain the attraction nor the suc- 
cess he has had in guiding area youths. “It always seemed as

Shopping Center. Projected annual sales for the 
business are expected to double last year's figure of 
$18,000.00. 


Sewing has been a big part of Alyce's family since 
her childhood. Her great grandmother, grandmother 
and mother were all professional seamstresses. At 
age 12, Alyce recalls making several garments with 
the assistance of her mother. “So yousee, sewing has 
always been a part of my lite,” says Alyce. 


After moving to Columbus in 1964, Alyce was 
uncertain about her future in sewing. However, in 
1974, she and her mother, Marie Hardin, opened upa - 
small Jressmaking/alterations shop on the city's near 
eastside known as The Showcase. That business 
lasted about four years, at which time Alyce became 
pregnant and her mother retired from the business. 
“At that time, we had created a fairly large clientele 
and some are still our clients today,” she recalls. 


The ambitious seamstress continued on a part- 
time basis from herhome. In 1984, after working and 
becoming “burh-out” from a job with a social service 
agency, Alyce decided to return to sewing “for aliving”. 
She recalls, “| have been sewing for over 25 years, 1 
like to sew and it comes real easy to me.” From that 
point, she decided to expand her sewing from part- 
time to full-time. 


With the encouragement and support of her 
husband, John Cook, she was ready to expand her 
sewing business. Alyce sought the help of the Colum- 
bus MBDC.

Interestingly, Stewart purchased Superior with i# 
very little capital and virtually no experience in the dry 
cleaning business. On the otherhand however, she is 


not without management skills. 
[] In an effort to discern other possibilities for her 


niche in the marketplace, Stewart engaged in a little 
research. “First, | surveyed the marketplace to see 
what kinds of services were in high demand, then | 
narrowed down the possibilities. | decided that the 
laundry business would be a good place to start 
because laundry and dry cleaning are always in de- 
mand,” she remarks. 


In May 1987, Stewart became the sole proprietor 
of Superior Laundry and Dry Cleaning, a 30-year old 
established business. The former owners are two 
brothers, one of whom has remained to assist Stewart 
with the transition. 


Stewart did not consider a name change for her 
newly acquired business because she felt it would 
hurt business rather than help it. She believes also 
that customers are already familiar with the name 
Superior and a name change would likely signify a 
“new business”. “This is acontinuation,” she reasons. 


Stewart believes the business has remained 
successful because it provides one-day turnaround 
services, pick-up and delivery services anywhere

(Conthqued From Page 1A) 
white man outside Mr, Ed's Bar, 
6239 S. High St. on the far south- 
side.

The beating of Woodfork was 
not an isolated one in that section 
of the city.

arrested or charged anyone inthe . 


beating. A spokesman for the 
Franklin County Sheriff's 
department said “they could not 
find any records” of Woodfork's 
beating, even though The CALL 
& POST was told May 30 that an 
investigation was being conducted 
by the sheriff's detectives. 

Two, brothers, Kelvin Hill, 20, 


and Keith Hill, 23, both of 865 E. - 


Fourth Ave. were treated July 26 
in Mt. Carmel West Hospital for 
wounds. to the back, legs, arms, 
head and neck, following several 
shotgun blasts fired at them by a 
group of white men on the 
Westside. 

The two brothers were visiting a 
family friend, Barbara Rayburn, 
of 266 S. Yale AVe. when about 12 
white mén confronted and chased 
them with guns and baseball bats 
for being in. the white neighbor- 
hood, according to the victims‘ 
mother, Mrs. Rosalind Hill. 

“I definitely feel that thé shoot- 
ing was racially-motivated. They 
(Rayburn’s neighbors) call me 
nigger lover everyday. The inci- 
dent occuried in front of my 
house. Instead of taking their 
anger out one me, they took it out 
on Keivin and Keith, who didn’t 
even know them,” Rayburn said. 

One of the suspects, Elvis 
Davis, 31, of 249S. Yale Ave. was 
arrested and charged with aggra- 
vated assault with a fire specifica- 
tion. He was arraigned Aug. 3, 
and a $15,000 appearance and 
Surety bond was set. He was being 
held in jail at the time. A trial in 
the case is still pending, according 
to records. 


Hill's relatives and neighbors * 


are still wondering about what 
happened to the 11 other white 
men who fired at Kelvin and 
Keith. Homicide detectives had 
not made more arrests in the case 
as of Sept. 21.

Poydras said there was a'shout- 
ing match during the conversa- 
“I then rushed out of the 
house and saw my wife being 


cursed at by Danny. He was reach- , 


ing for his pocket and calling her a 
nigger, bitch, and all kinds of 
names,” Poydras recalled. 

Poydras said there was a con- 
frontation between him and 
Fields. He (Poydras) said during 
an argument that ensued he 
walked away from him, because “I” 
did not want to get in trouble.” 

Poydras said while he was walk- 
ing away: from the scene, bricks 
were thrown at him, and suddenly 
he heard gunshots, some of which 
struck him in both legs. 

Poydras was treated in Mt. 
Carmel West Hospital for injuries 
on his legs. He said doctors told 
him the pellets lodged in his legs 
could damage his veins. He was 
hospitalized for 5 days. Right 
now, Poydras said he has about 50 
pellet holes on his legs. 

Columbus police had not 
arrested or charged anyone in the ® 
shooting. Poydras quoted adetec-

tive as telling him: “since you were 
not in critical condition, in the 
intensive care unit, or dead, no 
chiarges can be filed.” 

Poydras' wife, Donna said since 
the incident, her house has been 
burglarized, but police did not 
take any report, “Danny has been 
walking around as if nothing hap- 
pened. He has threatened mie sev- 
eral times.” te 

Homicide Detective William 
Fneran, said Poydras agreed that 
the case be presented to the grand 
jury. “We have presented evidence 
to the county prosecutor's office,” 
Fineran said. 

Fred Mann, director of Grand 
Jury Unit, said the case against 


- Danny Fields was presented to his 


office several days ago, and that it 
will be going tothe grand jury ina 
few weeks. 

"In another assault case on the 
Westside Sept. 5, Charles W. 
Jackson, 56, of 1597 N. Starr Rd. 
lost five teeth and suffered bruises 
on his left arm and jaw after being 
beaten by a 2 by 4 piece of wood 
during an argument with Bill 
Gates, white, of 1357 Harmon 
Ave. 

Jackson said about 4:30 p.m. he 
went to pick up acar title from 
him. He said he bought the car 
from Gates two years ago. 

Jackson said when he asked for 
the title to the car, Gates jumped 
on him, tore the title and called 
him a nigger from Jackson 
County. 

“He asked me for $5 for the title 
for which J had already paid.” I 
bought the car from him in July, 
1985. I am the owner of the car. I 
don't know why he chose to hit me 
across the face with the wood,” 
Jackson said, 

Jackson said Franklin Town- 
ship police took a report at the 
scene, Jackson was treated and 
released after an operation at Mt. 
Carmel West. Hospital. Franklin 
County Sheriff's Detective Phil 
Corbitt, who Jackson said is han- 
dling the case, could not be 
reached for comments. No one 
had been arrested or charged in 
the beating as of Sept. 21. 

Three students of West High 
School, say they were harassed 
and hit by two Columbus police 
officers Sept. 18 as they were 
returning home from a football 
game, about 9:40 p.m. 

One of the students, Charles E. 


‘Jones, 15, a 10th-grader, told The! 


CALL &. POST: “About 70 stu- 


dents were coming from the foot- 
ball game when a police cruiser 
pulled up and ordered us to get up 
on the sidewalk. One of the offic- 
ers suddenly came out of the 
cruiser and grabbed me by the 
jacket. He said, “since you can't 
get up on the sidewalk, 1 am tak- 
ing you to jail.” 


Jones said the officer “snatched 
him up; pushed him against the 
tree, and forced him into the 
cruiser.” Jones said shortly after- 
wards, one of the officers told one 
of the students, “Let me see how 
bad you are.” Jones identified the 
student as ‘Cindy Jordan, 17, also 
a student at West High School. 
“Then, the officer jumped on Dar- 
ryl Kelly, 16, as he tried to walk 
around the puddle; grabbed him 
and forced him into the cruiser,” 
Jones said. 

Jones said the officers then 
drove around the block while 
three of them were in the cruiser. 
“They pulled to the parking lot of 
Westside Big Bear and parked 
there for almost two hours, asking 
us all kinds of questions, They 
didn't read our rights to us,” Jones 
said. 

Jones said about 30 ‘minutes 
after the cruiser pulled up at the 
Big Bear’s parking lot, Cindy’s 
mother came and tried to find out 
what happened to her daughter. 
“Then the officers told her if you 
want to know go to the detention 
center. And if you don't leave you 
will go to jail,” Jones said. 

Jones’ mother, Mrs. Janet 
Jones filed complaints with -the 
Columbus police Internal Affairs 
Bureau and Columbus Safety 
Director's office Sept. 21. A police 
source told The CALL & POST 
that the case is being investigated. 
All three students were charged 
each with one count of disorderly 
conduct. 

Cindy, Charles and Darryl 
appeared Sept. 21 before a Frank- 
lin County Juvenile Court Refe- 
ree. Charles Jones and Cindy Jor- 
dan have been scheduled for a 
hearing Oct. 5, according to 
records: Darryl Kelly pleaded 
guilty to the disorderly conduct 
charge, and was put on a proba- 
tion for two years.

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Sentencing longer;parole ell

Editor's Note: This is one of a 
Series of articles written by Smith 
on his investigation of prisons, 
inmates and the legal system, 
while traveling throughout Ohio. 

CLEVELAND--With increas- 
ingly hardening attitudes toward 
crime and the correctional system, 
the seven member parole board 
and the state's parole authority 
have in recent years witnessed 
several changes. 

Prisoners within this state are 
being convicted with longer sent- 
ence times; are being sentenced to 
definite sentence lengths; and are 
finding it more difficult to qualify 
for parole. They are also the bene- 
ficiaries of a new ‘objective’ meas- 
uring system for evaluating their 
opportunities for parole. 

“All of these measures are the’ 
result of the public getting tired of 
being victims,” said Robert 
Prosser, public relations director 
of the correctional system. “They 
vent their frustrations at the most 
logical target--convicted 
prisoners,” 

The change in how a parole is 
cetermined has come after years 


of arguing between the state’s cor- , 


rectional system and prisoner 
right groups, During the current 
parole system's 25-year history, a 
prisoner's parole has been deter- 
mined through a subjective vote of 
board members. 

The only guidance given to the 
board was their previous expe- 
rience as parole officers and the 
board’s mission statement of 
balancing the judged rehabilita- 
tion of the prisoner with the pub- 
lic’s safety. The system was 
accused of being grossly unfair 
and subject to abuse. 

The supposedly quantitative 
checklist for determining whether 
an inmate should qualify for 
parole considers a list of past and 
present practices, including: the 
number of felony convictions, the 


number of times an inmate was 
arrested in the past five years, the 
inmate's age, the inmate's record 
in drug and alcoho! abuse, the 
number of past paroles, the 
number of parole reviews, and the 
community's attitude for the pri- 
soner’s release. There are a 
number of lessor reasons which 
will also be used in- determining 
whether a prisoner should be 
released. 

According to Prosser, each item 
is quantified’ and, based on the 


inmate’s score, he or she should be 
released. Prosser admits that most 
of the items uscd to make up the 
objective measure are still subjec- 
tive in nature, 

“Being objective doesn't neces- 
sarily make it easier for a prisoner 
to get on parole," he said. 
“Although there has been no for- 
mal studies, | would suspect no 
more inmates are percentagely 
being released than there were 
before these measures were put in 
place.” 

An inmate is eligible to see the 
parole board after serving 70 per- 
cent of the minimum sentence 
time, said Prosser. Statistically, 
only 10 percent of those eligible 
for parole will receive it on the 
first hearing. 

Prisoners with good records 
before going to jail and good 
records while incarcerated have 
the best chance of getting released 
on an early parole visit, ‘but even 
these cases will most likely not be 
released until after the second or 
third hearing. 

An inmate’s record while incar- 
cerated will do little to improve 
his chances for parole, remarked 
Prosser. Although, the record will 
count against the inmate if it 
shows repeated noncompliance 
with rules, 

“The inmate can effectively do 
little to affect his chances for 
parole,” explained Prosser. “The 
determination will be reached 
based primarily on the inmate's 
history.”

A July 3 shooting which left a 
young Columbus woman para- 
lyzed has been designated Crime 
of the Week in the Crime Solvers 
Anonymous Program. 

Kimberly Mathis, 26, of 4739 
Hilton Ave., was walking across 
the intersection of East Main and 
I&th at approximately 6:45 p.m. 
when she was accousted by a man 
armed with a handgun. He 
grabbed her by the neck and shot 
her once through the throat. 
According to witnesses, the man 
was a passenger in a large white- 
over-blue car, possibly an older 
Lincoln Continental, which fled 
westbound on Main street imme- 
diately after the shooting. He is 
described as a Black man in his 
mid-thirties, approximately 5°8” 
tall with a stocky build and possi- 
bly graying hair. He was wearinga 
white or light-colored shirt and 
black or gray baggy slacks. 

No motive has been established 
in the crime. Mathis, who was 
originally from the Toledo area, 
was known to be involved in 
prostitution-related activities. She 
is paralyzed from the neck down 
as a result of the shooting.

Community attitudes about the 
prisoner can play an especially 
damaging role on his release. 
Prior to determining qualifica- 
tions, the parole board will cun- 
tact the city’s prosecutor's office 
and county court to examine the 
prisoner's record and receive 
recommendations. sd 

Anyone who is interested in the 
case--either for or against the 
inmate's release-can testify and 
give reasons for their case at this 
time. The parole board will not 
make an effort to contact inter- 
ested parties in the case. 

“People who are really con- 
cerned with a particular case usu- 


ally are able to find out what they . 


need to know, when they need to 
know it?” said Prosser. 

During the past ten years, the, 
number of people who are eligible 
for parole have declined in Ohio, 
because of the institution of fixed 
or mandatory sentences. For cer- 


tain crimes, particularly property _ ; 


crimes, state courts have been giv- 
ing a larger number, which are set 
for definite period of time. 

The sentence will be for one, 
two or three years, with no option 
for parole. The prisoner will know 
on the day he is sentenced when he 
will walk out of prison. Nearly 
half of all convicted prisoners are 
now given fixed sentences. 

“Even with this dramatically 
reducing of the number of people 


who can appear before the board, 
they are still hearing nearly 10,000 
cases a year and are.constantly on 
the road,” described Prosser. 

Of those people who qualifies 
and receive parole, nearly 50 per- 
cent are Black. Three of the seven 
board members are Black. 

Statistically, one third of all pri- 
soner's paroled will be reincarcer- 
ated within five years of their 
releas¢, Ten percent of them will 
be reincarcerated prior to the end

of their parole period. 

In 1986, 667 parolees had their 
paroles revoked for technical vio- 
lations. More than 1,000 parolecs 
were reincarcerated for recom- 


mission of felonies. Even with this 
record, Prosser argues that two- 
third’s of the inmates are able to 
readjust to being in the 
community. 


Not all states give their prison- 
ers an opportunity to’ receive 
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parole, according to Prosser. 
Nearly a dozen states, including 
California, Florida, Colorado, 
North Carolina and Maine donot 
have or have just recently rein- 
stated a parole authority. 

“There is no evidence that fewer 
prisoners recommit crimes with- 
out some type of parole system,” 
remarked Prosser. “Whether 
Ohio feels that the parole system 
that we have is productive will be 
determined in future evaluations.”
